Tney think he has taken the measu res that 
were requ ired to sho w his fello w Demo crats 
that he intends to ru n their po litical o rgani­ 
satio n with the same au tho rity he ex pects to 
apply to his po sitio n as go v erno r. 
They think he is suited by temperament 
and training to steer a co u rse o f mo deratio n 
between ex tremists; 
that 
he 
will 
be 
a 
middle-o f-the-ro ad go v erno r o n all matters 
•f administrativ e ju dgment. 
They think he will retain the sense o f pro ­ 
po rtio n that has been his trademark in pub­ 
lic life and that so metimes has been mis* 
co nstru ed as no thing mo re than a sense o f 


humo r. Go v . DiSalle has sho wn many signs 
in recent y ears o f beco ming a po litical phil­ 
o so pher. He will do well to call o n this 
philo so phy whenev er things 
begin 
to 
get 
ro ugh. 


THERE 
IS ano ther trait the inco ming 
go v erno r has which has made many friends 
fo r him — “the co mmo n to u ch,” as it so me­ 
times is called in po litics. 
Peo ple hav e fo und it easy to identify them­ 
selv es with him becau se he seemed to be 
o ne o f them. Histo rians hav e no ted that Cal­ 
v in Co o lidge po ssessed this 
quality to a 
marked degree. When he was go v erno r o f 
Massachu setts and later when he became 
president o f the United States, his co nstitu­ 
ents had the feeling they were perso nally 
represented 
in 
these 
po sitio ns 
o f 
high 
au tho rity . 
Go v . DiSalle starts his fo ur-y ear term with 
these things in his fav o r. There may be thing» 
abo ut the jo b that will cau se him to change, 
o r to seem to be different. That wo uld be 
unfo rtu nate. 


AS MATTERS stand no w. at the o utset o f 
the first fo ur-y ear term fo r an Ohio go v erno r, 
he appears to hav e ev ery thing he needs to 
giv e Ohio stro ng, mo derate leadership. 
He has his wo rk cut o ut fo r him. He will 
hav e his full share o f the pro blems that 
co me to go v erno rs. But o ne o f his pro blems 
wilt no t be the perso nality and preparatio n

The Majority Has Rights, Too 


The great American qu andary is no t go ing 
to be wafted away by any fo rmu la fo r sto p­ 
ping filibu sters, becau se it is bu ilt so lidly 
into tfie co ncept o f majo rity ru le: 


Ho w can a majo rity pro tect its rights 
against the determined o ppo sitio n o f a min­ 
o rity , if the latter cho o ses to use o bstru ct io n- 
iat tactics? 
The x ignificance o f the qu arrel o v er the 
filibu swr is the persistent abuse o f a mino rity 
right in the U.S. Senate to blo ck the majo rity 
will. 
The o nly way to preserv e the Unio n is 
to make certain that so v ereign states canno t 
be pushed to the wall in irreco ncilable dif­ 
ferences; that is this newspaper’s po sitio n. 
The United States went to great pains in 
the United Natio ns Charter, fo r ex ample, 
to include a v eto po wer in the Security Co un­ 
cil iest a majo rity o f members fo rce a min­ 
o rity to knuckle u nder o n a sho wdo wn. The 
So v iet Unio n thereu po n misu sed the v eto 
and made it a sy mbo l o f fru stratio n. 
But the tro u ble was no t the v eto po wer; 
it was persistent abuse o f the po wer by o ne 
member o f the Security Co uncil. In 
the 
Senate, the tro u ble has no t been the right 
to blo ck legislatio n but persistant misuse o f 
the right by a mino rity o f senato rs. 
This has been the qu andary o f the Ameri­ 
can repu blic — this questio n o f maintaining 
a pro per balance between majo rity and min- 
Once Over 


Miko y an co ntinues his su permarket v is­

(1) Ho w far is the U.S. ahead o f Russia in

Ru ssians 
hav e dev elo ped secret o f po werful pro jectio n 
fo rce fro m a launching pad but it do esn’t 
co mpare with thru st o f an American ho use­ 
wife in a hu rry to reach the special sale o f 
canned so ups. 
Miko y an is a sharp bu sinessman who has 
mo dernized sales metho ds in Russia but he 
was su rprised to disco v er that in American 
chain sto res a wago n designed fo r gro ceries 
can co me o ut with a lo ad o f co smetics, po tted 
plants co mic magazines, razo r blades and 
ro sebu shes. 
HE MAY DEVELOP Mo sco w su permarket 
that will sell delicatessen pro du cts, fresh 
v egetables, 
bear 
meat, 
Russian 
military 
bo o ts Izv estia and Yankee-Go -Ho me signs. 
We co uldn’t dig his reaso n fo r buy ing sev er­ 
al heads o f cabbage. But we are to ld he 
tho u ght he heard it go “beep-beep.”

Each must respect the o ther. If the mino ri­ 
ty demands pro tectio n — and so metimes it 
seems that the mino rity alway s is demanding 
pro tectio n witho ut any inclinatio n to pro tect 
the majo rity —the majo rity also has a right 
to take care o f itself. 
Thai is the issue o f the filibuster — 
whether the majo rity ’s right to take care o f 
itself is equal to the mino rity ’s right to take 
care o f itself. 
It is no t go ing to be settled by any pat 
fo rmu la in 1959 any mo re than it was settled 
by fo imu las in 1917 and 1949, tho ugh each 
new fo rmu la has made it clearer that legis­ 
lativ e o bstructio nism in the Senate is gro w­ 
ing mo re o bjectio nable to a greater nu mber 
o f Americans. 
In a sho wdo wn o f rights, in o ther wo rds, 
the majo rity has been gaining a balance in 
its fav o r. Otherwise, the United States co uld 
be put at the mercy o f whatev er mino rity 
happened to be in the best po sitio n to inflict 
its will, which wo uld be no thing mo re o r less 
thnn fj;%;tato rship by pressu re blo cs.

Eco no mic Co mmittee: the Depart­ 
ment o f Agriculture has a big 
pro phecy bu reau 
who se 
interest 
go es all o v er the natio nal map and 
there is the same so rt o f thing in 
the Co mmerce Department. 
Then there is the Federal Re­ 
serv e Bo ard a-planning and a-plo t- 
ting and a-go aling. 
The 
federal 
go v ernment 
has 
many o ther agencies do ing it, such 
as the Census Bureau. 
Outside the go v ernment, plenty 
o f “selfless” peo ple 
are 
issuing 
things alo ng that line. There is the 
Natio nal Bureau o f Eco no mic Re­ 
search, the Co nference Bo ard, the 
AFL - CIO eco no mic 
seers and 
many trade asso ciatio ns such as 
the NAM and the U.S. Chamber 
o f Co mmerce. 


THERE 
WERE 
also the two 
Ho o v er Co mmissio ns with repo rts. 
These were well wo rth while so 
far as po inting o ut that the fed­ 
eral go v ernment o ught to do abo ut 
planning itself. But o nly the mo re 
inno cuo us reco mmendatio ns hav e 
been 
serio usly 
co nsidered

It wo uld seem to me that befo re 
the federal go v ernment sets o irt 
to play what so me 175 millio n peo ­ 
ple sho uld do in the nex t fiv e o r 
10 y ears, it might plan a little 
abo ut its o wn messy , shapeless, 
and gro ssly ex pensiv e self. 
Ju t the o ther day the co mptro ll­ 
er general o f the United States 
issued a repo rt calling the atten­ 
tio n o f Co ngress to an agency that 
has do ne no thing since 1947 and 
reco mmending that It be liqu idat­ 
ed. I hav en’t checked recently but 
1 believ e that there are go v ern­ 
ment agencies—useless and po int­ 
less—that o riginated in the day s 
o f the Civ il War. 
Ev en when an agency ’s po wer 
has been eliminated by Co ngress, 
there is a skeleto n o rganizatio n left 
to liquidate it. 
It is wo nderful ho w lo ng so me 
bu reau crats can keep up the jo b 
o f hquidatio n. 
These 
“skeleto n” 
bu reau s are in the go v ernment’s 
clo set. 
So mething might be do ne with 
them, no w that eco no my is the 
o raer o f the day .

WASHINGTON U P) - Senate 
Liberals lo o ked amateu rish co m­ 
pared with the pro fessio nalism o f 
Sen. Ly ndo n Jo hnso n o f Tex as who 
o u tmaneu v ered 
their 
effo rts 
to 
make it much easier to smash a 
filibuster. 
To make a lo ng sto ry sho rt: 
When the sho wdo wn came they 
didn’t hav e the v o tes. Jo hnso n 
did. Kno wing the tho ro ughness o f 
Jo hnso n, it seems safe to say he 
had his v o tes lined up befo rehand 
and the liberals didn’t. 
What happened wo uld indicate 
o ne o f two things abo ut the fight 
they made: 
1. Either they were o v erly o pti­ 
mistic o n the suppo rt they ’d get 
fro m the rest o f the Senate and 
didn’t make a no se co unt, o r— 
2. They knew their chance was 
slim but decided to go ahead and 
fight any way fo r the sake o f the 
reco rd and to get at least so me 
co ncessio ns. 
Under the o ld Senate Rule No . 
22 a filibu ster co uld be sto pped 
o niy by a two -thirds v o te o f all 
the senato rs, o r 66 o f the 98 sena­ 
to rs. A filibuster is a pro lo nged 
talking spree who se so le purpo se 
is to prev ent so me bill o r meas­ 
ure fro m co ming to a v o te. 
Such a two -thirds v o te is tre­ 
mendo usly difficult to get in the 
Senate, where so many members 
traditio nally cherish the right — 
which any o ne o f the might want 
to use so meday — to blo ck a dis­ 
tastefu l measu re. 
In additio n, the rule pro v ided no 
means at all — no t ev en that big 
two -thirds v o te — fo r sto pping a 
filibu ster 
against 
a 
mo tio n 
to 
change the rule. 
The liberals set o ut to get the 
ru le changed right at the start o i 
this 
sessio n 
o f 
Co ngress 
Wednesday . 
They 
wanted 
changed to let a simple majo rity 
— 50 o f the 98 members —- sto p 
a filibuster. 
But Jo hnso n, leader o f the ma­ 
jo rity 
Demo crats, 
grabbed 
the 
flo o r right fro m the start. This 
was his right, as leader. And he 
o eat the liberals to the punch by 
pro po sing that Rule No . 22 be 
changed this way : 
Tc let a filibu ster be sto pped — 
no t by the full two -thirds v o te o f 
68 o f the 98 senato rs o r by 50 o f 
the 98 — but by a simple two - 
thirds v o te o f ju st tho se senato rs 
present o n the flo o r at v o ting 
time. 
This may seem lo ts easier to 
get. In actual practice, it pro b­ 
ably wo uldn’t be, because o n any -

thing so impo rtant as breaking a 
filibuster, mo st o f the senato rs 
wo uld be present any way . 
But it was a co ncessio n to the 
liberals. So uthern Demo crats, who 
hav e used the filibu ster to blo ck 
civ il rights legislatio n, didn’t like 
the co ncesso ns. It was mo re than 
they wanted to y ield. It was less 
than the liberals wanted. 
But Jo hnso n, who se jo b is to try 
to keep all the Demo cratic sena­ 
to rs wo rking to gether during the 
y ear 
o n 
legislatio n 
he 
wants 
passed, is a master at co mpro ­ 
mise. What he pro po sed abo ut the 
ru le change was eno ugh o f a co m­ 
pro mise to win the v o tes it needed 
fo r ado ptio n. 
Fro m the time Jo hnso n made 
his pro po sal, the liberals had al­ 
mo st impo ssible go ing. The rea­ 
so n. Jo hnso n had made a co nces­ 
sio n that wo uldn’t antago nize the 
So u therners to o much and wo uld 
satisfy tho se o ther senato rs who 
tho ught Rule No . 22 o ught to be 
so ftened a bit but no t to o much. 
The resu lt: The liberals were 
v o ted do wn o n o ne attempt after 
ano ther to get the ru les changed 
to their liking, thu s pav ing the 
way fo r o v erwhelming ado ptio n o f 
Jo hnso n’s pro po sal. 
There’s no do ubt the liberals 
did a lo t o f ho mewo rk: Research 
o n the histo ry o f Rule No . 22 
and 
the filibuster. But in the terribly 
impo rtant field o f practical po li­ 
tics — v o tes — whatev er they 
did 
wasn’t eno ugh.

(Eig hth o f 12 Chapters) 
Ev ery tax pay er, reg ardless of 
the amou nt of his income, has 
the rig ht to choose one of the 
two following amou nts and to su b­ 
tract it from his income before 
compu ting his tax : 
1 The total of his ex penditu res 
In 1958 for dedu ctible items like 
contribu tions, tax es, interest, med­ 
ical ex penses and casu alty losses, 
or 
2. The so-called standard de­ 
du ction which amou nts to abou t 
1 per cent of y ou r income u nder 
$10,000. 


THE IDEA IS TO choose which­ 
ev er of the abov e amou nts g iv es 
y ou the larg er dedu ction. Most 
tax pay ers find that the standard 
dedu ction 
is larg er 
than 
their 
itemized dedu ctions, bu t before 
y ou can wisely ecide which am­ 
ou nt is best for y ou , y ou hav e to 
know what dedu ctions y ou can 
claim. 
This and the nex t article of 
the Primer describe the dedu c­ 
tible items. 
You can claim as a dedu ction 
contribu tions to recog nized, non­ 
profit relig iou s, charitable, edu ­ 
cational and scientific org aniza­ 
tions; to societies for the pre­ 
v ention of cru elty to children or

g anizations for ex clu siv ely pu blic 
pu rposes. 
You cannot dedu ct du es paid to 
social org anizations ev en thou g h 
they hav e charitable or welfare 
su bsidiaries to which g ifts # are 
dedu ctible. You cannot dedu ct g ifts 
to indiv idu als no matter how needy 
they may be. Contribu tions to po­ 
litical parties or to any org ani­ 
zation which u ses the money to 
influ ence leg islation are not de­ 
du ctible. 


IF A CONTRIBUTION is made 
in property , the v alu e of the prop­ 
erty , not its cost, is the measu re 
of the contribu tion for pu rposes of 
the dedu ction. 
For ex ample, if y ou donate stock 
now worth $50 bu t which cost y ou 
$100, y ou r charitable dedu ction is 
$500. Fu rthermore, y ou are not 
tax ed on its increase in v alu e, 
which wou ld be if y ou sold the 
stock. 
(The v alu e of serv ices rendered 
to charibable org anizations is not 
dedu ctible as a contribu tion. A 
blood donation is considered to 
be serv ices rendered.) 
Ou t-of-pocket u nreimbu rsed 
ex ­ 
penses, su ch as for transportation, 
trav el u niforms, telephone, equ ip­ 
ment, etc. incu rred in rendering 
sendees to su ch org anizations are 
dedu ctibe as contribu tions. 
Du ring the past y ear the Rev ­ 
enu e Sendee ru led that u nreim­ 
bu rsed ex penses of a lay chu rch 
member in attending a chu rch 
conv ention as a deleg ate, to ren­ 
der v olu nteer serv ices there, are 
dedu ctible charitable contribu tions. 
The same ru le applies to su ch 
ex penses of an American Leg ion 
naire who g oes to a Leg ion con- 
eonv ention as a deleg ate to render 
v olu nteer serv ices. 
Any contribu tion claimed mu st 
hav e been actu ally paid in cash 
or property in 1958. A pledg e to 
pay money in some fu tu re y ear is 
not dedu ctible in 1958. 


ALL INTEREST PAID on loans 
can he itemized on pag e 2, Form 
1040, ex cept interest paid on loans 
incu rred to bu y wholly tax -ex empt 
secu rities or sing le premiu m life 
insu rance or annu ity contracts. The 
tax pay er dedu cting the interest 
mu st be leg ally oblig ated to pay 
the interest. 
Those of y ou who are pu rchasing 
a home by monthly pay ments are 
u ndou btedly pay ing a consider­ 
able 
amou nt 
of 
interest 
each 
month. 
In many instances, the interest 
pay ments will be so larg e that 
they alone will ex ceed y ou r stand­ 
ard dedu ction. 
Interest charg es on installment 
pu rchases can be dedu cted, ev en 
thou g h not separately stated, as 
long as there is at least a carry ing 
charg e separately stated. 
In su ch case the carry ing charg e 
Will be considered to inclu de not 
more than a 6 per cent interest 
charg e based on the av erag e u n­ 
paid balance u nder the contract 
du ring the y ear, bu t not in ex cess 
of the carry ing charg e attribu t­ 
able to that y ear. 


MANY OF THE TAXES y ou 
paid in 1958 can be dedu cted on 
pag e 2, form 1040, if y ou choose to 
itemize y ou r dedu ctions. To be 
dedu ctible, the tax mu st be im­ 
posed on y ou and paid by y ou . 
This means y ou cannot dedu ct 
tax es y ou pay on y ou r mother’s 
or other person’s property . 
Pag e 9 of the official instru c­ 
tions g iv es a list of tax es which 
y ou can and cannot dedu ct, the 
most important of which state 
income tax es, property tax es, and 
local g asoline and retail sales tax ­ 
es. 
Most tax pay ers do not hav e re­ 
ceipts or do not keep 
a record 
of small pay ments for dedu ctions 
like g asoline tax and sales tax . 
The g asoline tax may be es­ 
timated by div iding the total nu m­ 
ber of miles driv en in 1958 by 
the av erag e nu mber of miles y ou r 
car g oes on a g allon of g as.Then 
mu ltiply this by the state and 
local tax per g allon. Do not inclu de 


the federal g asoline tax . It is not 
dedu ctible. 


THE FOLLOWING PLAN will 
g iv e y ou a reasonable estimate of 
the sales tax . There is g enerally 
no sales tax on rent, insu rance or 
sav ing s. First, add u p what y ou 
spent or set aside in 1958 for 
items on which there is no sales, 
and su btract su ch amou nt from 
y ou r total income. 
To the remainder, add any thing 
y ou bou g ht ou t of sav ing s or by 
borrowing that wou ld be su bject 
to sales tax . Mu ltiply the su m of 
these by y ou r sales tax rate. If 
y ou liv e in a locality where food 
is su bject to sales tax , add what 
y ou spent on food to the amou nt 
su bject to tax before mu ltiply ing 
by the sales tax rate.

TIIERE WAS some p olite con­ 
versation. Then Walter Reuther 
and Jim Carey told Mikoy an blunt­ 
ly the Russians were way off beam 
in their anti-cap italist p rop aganda. 
Reuther said, in effect, “You’ve 
been using the same old cap italist 
exp loitation 
p rop aganda 
for 
50 
y e "s. Why don’t y ou change y our 
text books? Why aren’t y ou p eo­ 
p le realisic? 
“You talk about exp loitation of 
our workers by large corp orations 
like General Motors. Well, here we 
have the right to battle GM. And 
we do. 
“Your unions 
are nothing but 
p roduction sp eedup units. We buck 
GM. Our workers have an aver­ 
age income of same $5,000 a yeaf. 


We have old age p ensions, wel­ 
fare, hosp italization and fine vaca­ 
tions. You’re all wrong. Come off 
it.” 
Mikoy an said, “Well, we may be 
wrong.” 
Jim Carey then told him how 
much American labor has p ro­ 
gressed since the comrade dep uty 
p remier was here in 1936. 
“Look around y ou at this trade 
union headquarters,” Carey said. 
There are lots of them nearby in 
Washington. 
“We aren’t exactly bleeding in 
the streets are we? Yet y °u con’ 
tinue to use the p rop aganda of big, 
fat-bellied cap italists with dollar 
signs on white tuxedo vests. We’ve 
come a long way in America.” 
MIKOYAN REPLIED that he 
was delighted to see that labor’s 
influence was growing in the U.S. 
“But why is there no labor p arty 
here?” he asked. 
Mikoy an’s gray face went snow­ 
flake white when Carey chortled, 
“Why is there no cap italist p arty 
in Russia?” 
It was Joe Beirne’s turn. The 
leader 
of

Communications 
Workers told Mikoy an that Ameri­ 
can labor was behind U.S. foreign 
p olicy in such emergencies as Ber­ 
lin. 
He wanted the visiting Russian 
to know that the U.S.S.R. couldn’t 
divide America’s forces simp ly by 
attacking Secretary of State Dulles 
or President Eisenhower. True, 
many times labor did not agree 
with the administration.

Where is it in Russia?”

W orkers to 
Pu t More In 
For Retiremen t 


With their first p ay checks of 
the new y ear, the nation’s work­ 
ers will begin to p ay more for their 
social security p rotection. The in­ 
crease amounts to 25 cents more 
on each $100 of earnings, the dis­ 
trict office of the social security 
administration p oints out. 
For the first time, annual earn­ 
ings of up to $4,8 00 will be sub­ 
ject to the social security tax 
and credited toward social security 
benefits. Until now, only the first 
$4,200 of earnings in a y ear has 
been taxed and counted toward 
the amount of benefits p ay able 
to a worker or his family . 


IF YOU ARE ONE OF the 75 
million Americans whose work is 
covered by social security , y ou’ll 
begin this month to p ay a social 
security tax of 2H p er cent on 
the first $4,8 00 of y our earnings. 
Your emp loy er will match this 
tax with an equal amount out of 
his own p ocket. 
The tax in 1958 was 2V, p er 
cent for the emp loy e and for the 
emp loy er on wages up to $4,200. 
The new tax ap p lies to wages 
p aid in 1959, even if the wages 
are p aid for work done in 1958.

Beginning with benefit 
p ay ments for the month of Jan­ 
uary , th« minimum retiremen t 
p ay ment for those now on the 
benfit rolls will be raised from 
$30 to $33, and the maximum will 
be $116. 
For those who become eligible 
for benefits in the future, p ay 
ments may be as high as $127

Pay ments to those receiving ben­ 
efits as dep endents and survivors 
will also be increased by about 


7 p ercent effective with the checks 
mailed out in Feb. But where 
several members of one family 
are getting p ay ments, each p er­ 
son may not get a full seven 
p ercent increase in his individual 
benfit amount. 
The maximum p ay ment to

Q—My husband, a World War 
II veteran, died recently of com 
p lications from injuries received 
in service, and I wish to make 
ap p lication for death comp ensa­ 
tion p ay ments. Will my p resent 
income have any bearing on my 
eligibility ? 
A—No. So long as y ou are 
otherwise eligible, y ou will receive 
death comp ensation p ay ments re­ 
gardless of y our income. It is 
death p ension p ay ments, based on 
deaths not due to service, where 
income limitations ap p ly . 
Q—I have listed my mother as 
beneficiary of my GI insurance 
p olicy , and have designated that 
she receive the p roceeds in a 
lump sum. Would she have the 
right to change to come other 
method of p ay ment if she desired? 
A—Yes. She may change the 
method of GI insurance p ay ments 
from lump sum to any of several 
installment p lans available. 
Q—Is a p eacetime veteran who 
is blind in both ey es eligible for 
sp ecial aid from VA, even though 
his blindness is not service-con 
nected? 


A—Yes. If the p eacetime vet­ 
eran is entitled to comp ensation 
for any service-connected disabil­ 
ity , though not necessarily for his 
bljndness, he may receive sp ecial 
aid such as ap p roved electronic 
and mechanical equip ment, as well 
as a seeing ey e or guide dog. 
Q—Now that it is legally p ossible 
to convert my Korean GI term 
insurance to a p ermanent p lan, I 
intend to do so. But what about 
some of the other advantages of 


p ermanent p lan GI insurance? W’ill 
I be able to borrow on it? 
A—Yes, p rovided y our p olicy is 
in full force, under the law. The 
p olicy also will have other ad­ 
vantages of p ermanent p lan in­ 
surance. such as a p aid up and

course.
